



McCIoy's View 


I Warren 
Should Have 
Seen Films 


■ WASHINGTON (UPD — John 
J. McCloy, a member of the 
Warren Commission, said., 
Sunday “for the sake of com- •- 
pleteness,” the official inves- ■■ 
tigation of the Kennedy as- . 
sassinatidn should have in-..' 
eluded a look at the late 
President’s autopsy photo- , 
graphs and -X-rays. 

The Commission had the 
power to subpena the films, 
he said, but chose not to. “We-, 
were perhaps a little oyer-' 
sensitive to what we under- 
stood was the sensitivities of 
the Kennedy family against 
the production of colored 
photographs of the body, and 
so forth,” he said. 

McCloy disclosed in a tele- 
vision interview (Face The 
Nation— -CBS) that Chief Jus- 
tice Earl Warren, Commission 
chairman, discussed the pho- 
tographs with the Kennedy 
family, which had them dur- 
ing the inquiry. 

“I think there’s one thing 

I I would do over again,” he 
said. “I would insist on those 
photographs and the X-rays 
I having been produced be- 
I fore us.” 
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
